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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  HOSPITAL.

In  the  year  1864,  the  Rev.  William  Pennefather  became  Vicar 
of  St.  Jude’s  Church,  Mildmay  Park,  N.l.  Mr.  Pennefather  was 
a  man  of  great  faith,  much  prayer  and  action. 

Under  his  guidance,  Christian  women  were  being  trained  to 
work  in  various  parishes  around;  later,  these  workers  adopted  the 
name  of  “  Mildmay  Deaconesses.” 

In  1868,  just  four  years  after  the  coming  of  Mr.  Pennefather, 
we  read  in  his  “  Life  and  Letters  ”  that  the  Church  was  too  small, 
and  the  Iron  Room  (a  temporary  building)  was  also  too  small  for 
the  needs  of  all  who  came;  thus  there  was  an  imperative  call  for 
more  accommodation.  After  various  suggestions  had  been  con¬ 
sidered,  the  Church  was  enlarged,  and  there  being  some  land  for 
sale  in  Mildmay  Park,  a  piece  of  ground  was  bought  and  a  hall  built, 
which  was  known  as  the  Conference  Flail,  and  is  so  to  this  day. 


The  Building  of  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

Let  us  return  to  the  work  of  the  Mildmay  Deaconesses,  for 
it  is  to  their  work  that  we  owe  the  origin  of  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

In  the  year  1866,  it  became  apparent  that  some  building  must 
be  secured  where  the  Deaconesses  could  bring  their  sick  poor  to 
be  cared  for,  and  122,  Mildmay  Road  was  obtained  and  equipped 
as  a  Cottage  Hospital  with  10  beds.  Very  useful  work  was  done  for 
from  twelve  to  fourteen  years.  Later,  it  became  too  small  and 
inconvenient  for  the  ever-growing  needs  of  the  parishes  in  which 
the  Deaconesses  worked :  thus,  some  earnest  souls  turned  their 
longing  for  larger  and  more  suitable  accommodation  into  Prayer, 
and  realised  to  the  full  that  “  more  things  are  wrought  by  Prayer 
than  this  world  dreams  of.” 

The  story  is  told  how  a  friend  of  Mrs.  Pennefather’s,  by  name, 
Sarah  Lady  Hay,  heard  of  this  great  need,  bought  some  land 
adjoining  the  Conference  Hall,  and  in  1880  the  building  of  a  new 
Hospital  was  started,  and  in  September,  1883,  the  Memorial  Cottage 
Hospital  was  ready  and  generously  equipped  for  29  patients. 
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For  What  Purpose?  To  the  Glory  of  God. 

In  the  Hal!  of  the  Hospital  is  a  tablet  with  these  words :  — 

“  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital 
Built 

To  the  Glory  of  God 
In  Memory  of 
William  Pennefather 

in  his  work  for  God  among 
the  Rich  and  Poor, 

To  the  Glory  of  God. — This  aspect  of  the  work  has  been  recognised 
and  maintained  throughout  the  years — those  in  its  service  have  ever 
taken  this  for  their  motto. 

From  1883-1893  the  hospital  was  financed  by  Lady  Hay,  who 
then  retired  to  encourage  it  to  become  self-reliant. 

Up  to  the  year  1909  the  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital  had  been 
intended  primarily  for  cases  from  the  parishes  in  which  the 
Deaconesses  were  working,  but  from  now  it  was  to  become  a  small 
general  Hospital,  the  name  Cottage  to  be  dropped,  and  in  the 
future  it  was  to  be  known  as  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Mildmay  Park. 

On  February  1st,  1910,  Lady  Hay  was  “called  Home,”  and 
in  1912  the  Nurses’  Home  was  built  to  her  memory,  and  is  known 
as  the  Hay  Memorial. 

Years  passed  and  the  work  steadily  increased  until  1924 
when  Tudor  House,  Newington  Green,  was  turned  into  a  Maternity 
Nursing  Home.  Then  in  1925  a  new  Operating  Theatre  was  built 
and  an  electric  Lift  was  installed.  The  Lift  was  the  gift  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  late  Edward  Riley,  and  has  a  small  brass  plate 
inscribed  “  In  grateful  memory  of  Edward  Riley — 8th  October, 
1925.” 

On  November  13th,  1926,  another  new  department  was  opened, 
that  of  the  “  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic.”  This  Clinic  was  held  in  the 
lower  rooms  of  the  Hay  Memorial.  The  adjoining  house  to  the 
Maternity  Home  has  since  been  added  for  their  work,  and  new 
premises  have  been  built  for  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic. 

The  Hay  Memorial  was  opened  as  a  Private  Ward  Annexe  on 
October  3rd,  1940,  and  the  Nurses  took  up  their  residence  in  9  and 
10,  Newington  Green. 

Consequently,  as  the  years  have  passed,  so  we  hope  has  our 
usefulness  increased.  ...”  To  the  Glory  of  God.”

Report  of  the  Council 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1946 

The  Council  begs  to  submit  to  the  Donors  and  Subscribers 
its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1946. 

The  Council  are  deeply  conscious  of  God’s  goodness  and 
guidance  which  has  been  manifested  in  each  undertaking,  and 
without  which  all  its  efforts  would  be  in  vain. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  497  patients  were  admitted,  out  of 
which  219  were  private  ward  patients. 

In  the  Maternity  Wards  324  cases  were  admitted,  out  of 
which  156  were  midwives  cases.  Miss  E.  Fifield  (Matron  of 
the  Maternity  Wards)  had  to  refuse,  much  to  her  regret,  a 
number  of  applicants  weekly. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic 

In  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  7442  treatments  were  given, 
and  Miss  Hess  (Sister  in  charge)  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Catling,  who  gives  her  valuable  help  in  the  Clinic  on  three 
afternoons  in  the  week. 

Staff 

Like  many  other  hospitals,  we  have  not  been  exempt  from 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  both  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs, 
and  have  had  to  fall  back  on  Assistant  Nurses  from  various 
Nursing  Associations. 

With  regard  to  the  Domestic  Staff,  we  have  only  two 
residents,  a  Cook  and  a  Kitchen  Maid,  otherwise  we  have  to 
rely  on  daily  cleaners.  This  is  fairly  satisfactory  during  the 
week,  but  the  weekends  area  problem,  as  nearly  all  of  these 
workers  want  their  weekend  free. 

London  Hospitals  Street  Day  Collection 

On  both  May  7th  and  October  8th  our  Collectors  were  out 
early  with  their  boxes  collecting  on  behalf  of  our  Hospital, 
and  the  Council  would  express  its  warm  thanks  to  those  who 
so  selflessly  gave  of  their  energy. 

Annual  Meeting  and  Pound  Day 

The  Annual  Meeting  and  Pound  Day  was  held  on  Saturday, 
May  18th,  when  we  were  favoured  with  two  speakers.  First 
we  had  a  devotional  talk  by  Mrs.  Neville  Bradley,  after  which 
Squadron  Leader  James  W.  Bradley,  D.F.C.,  gave  us  some  of 
his  experiences  as  a  prisoner  of  war  with  the  Japs,  after 
being  shot  down  in  Burma. 
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X-ray  Department 

The  special  feature  of  our  work  has  been  the  addition  of 
an  X-ray  Department.  Through  the  kind  offices  of  Dr.  H. 
Gordon  Thompson,  the  British  Red  Cross  presented  us  with  a 
Portable  X-ray  Mobile  Unit.  To  facilitate  the  working  of  this 
department,  the  following  additions  were  necessary  :  a  Potter 
Bucky  Diaphragm  electrically  controlled,  a  Mobile  X-ray  Table, 
Chest  Stand,  Plead  Rest,  and  various  other  units.  Towards 
the  cost  of  these  additions  a  very  generous  cheque  was  received 
from  Dr.  Neville  Bradley  and  his  family,  as  a  thankoffering  to 
God  for  the  safe  return  of  his  sons  at  the  close  of  hostilities. 

Annual  Sale  of  Work 

The  Annual  Sale  of  Work  and  the  dedication  of  the  X-ray 
Installation  were  combined.  So  on  Saturday,  November  23rd, 
we  had  a  large  gathering,  when  the  Rev.  Hugh  Gough,  M.A., 
O.B.E.,  Vicar  and  Rural  Dean  of  Islington,  opened  our  Sale 
and  afterwards  dedicated  the  new  X-ray  Installation,  praying 
that  it  might  be  used  to  the  Glory  of  God  and  in  the  healing 
of  man. 

Finance 

The  General  Fund  Income  has  not  been  adequate  to  meet 
the  Expenditure,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Income  and  Expen¬ 
diture  Account.  This  is  not  through  any  decrease  in  the  generous 
support  of  our  many  friends,  but  through  the  increased  cost  of 
administration  and  in  the  all  round  cost  of  living. 

The  Council  is  most  grateful  to  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital 
Pffind  for  London  for  their  grant  of  £"300,  to  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  £"30,  to  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  £"50,  to  Richard  Cloude- 
sley’s  Charity  £"465,  to  Bernhard  Baron  Charitable  Trust 
£"12.  10.  0,  and  to  all  who  in  any  way  have  helped  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Council  desires  to  express  its  warmest  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Honorary  Staff,  to  Dr.  H.  Gordon  Thompson 
(Medical  Superintendent),  Miss  L.  S.  Radclrffe  (Matron  of  the 
Hospital),  Miss  E.  Fifield  (Matron  of  the  Maternity  Wards), 
and  to  all  the  Members  of  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs  for 
their  willing  service  and  devotion  to  duty.
